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BOARD  OF  MANAGERS  MEETING 

April  17th,  1922. 


Fairmont,  W.  Va.,  April  17th,  1922. 

A  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Society  Sons  of  the  Revolution 
in  West  Virginia  was  held  on  this  day  at  seven  o'clock  P.  M.  in  Room  No.  400, 
Hotel  Fairmont,  City  of  Fairmont,  Marion  County,  West  Virginia,  pursuant 
to  a  notice  sent  out  to  said  members  by  mail  by  the  President  of  the  Society. 

The  following  members  of  the  Board  were  present:  Hon.  Wm.  S.  Hay- 
mond,  Arthur  G.  Martin,  and  Owen  S.  McKinney  of  Fairmont ;  Charles  L.  Hick- 
man of  Clarksburg,  Robert  T.  Cunningham,  President  and  ex-officio  member, 
of  Fairmont;  Thomas  Ray  Dille,  Secretary  and  ex-officio  member,  of  Morgan- 
town,  together  with  Treasurer  Clarence  L.  Musgrave  and  Professor  Thomas  C. 
Miller,  of  Fairmont  and  James  R.  Moreland,  of  Morgantown,  Historian  of  the 
Society,  who  were  specially  invited  to  be  present  at  this  meeting. 

The  President  of  the  Society  brought  before  the  meeting  the  matter  of 
forming  Chapters  of  the  Society  in  the  state  and  after  some  discussion  it  was 
the  sense  of  the  Society  "that  Chapters  be  formed,  if  it  could  be  legally  done, 
and  Hon.  William  S.  Haymond,  James  R.  Moreland  and  Thomas  Ray  Dille,  Sec- 
retary were  appointed  a  committee  to  draft  and  submit  to  the  Society  a  By-Law 
or  Resolution  relative  to  the  formation  of  Chapters,  which  Committee  are  to 
report  to  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

It  was  discussed  that  there  should  be  a  Chapter  for  the  territory  from 
Wheeling  to  Parkersburg;  a  Chapter  in  the  Monongahela  Valley;  a  Chapter  in 
the  Eastern  Panhandle;  and  a  Chapter  in  the  Kanawha  Valley. 

On  motion  it  was  ordered  that  Honorable  Owen  S.  McKinney,  and  Treas- 
urer Clarence  L.  Musgrave  be  appointed  a  committee  to  go  to  Charleston  at 
such  time  as  they  can  make  convenient  in  order  to  make  an  effort  to  upbuild 
the  Society  in  the  Kanawha  Valley. 

It  was  also  voted  that  Hon.  Thomas  C.  Miller  and  Hon.  Frederick  T. 
Martin  be  appointed  a  committee  to  go  to  the  Eastern  Panhandle  and  endeavor 
to  interest  prospective  members  in  that  locality  in  the  Society. 

It  was  also  voted  that  the  President  of  the  Society,  Hon.  Robert  T.  Cun- 
ningham, Hon.  A.  G.  Martin  and  Treasurer  Clarence  L.  Musgrave  be  appointed 
to  go  to  Wheeling  to  interest  prospective  candidates  in  that  section  to  become 
members  of  our  Society. 

A  plan  for  increasing  the  membership  by  an  interest  to  be  taken  by  the 
various  Chapters  of  the  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution  was  discussed. 

It  was  also  further  voted  at  the  meeting  that  a  committee  composed  of 
Clarence  L.  Musgrave,  James  R.  Moreland,  Thomas  Ray  Dille,  together  with 
Robert  T.  Cunningham,  President,  work  out  plans  for  a  campaign  for  mem- 
bership and  that  the  matter  of  stenographic  help  and  other  details  for  the 
expenditure  of  money  in  said  campaign  be  left  to  such  committee. 

It  was  further  voted  that  the  letter  of  Dr.  Frank  LeMoyne  Hupp  of  Wheel- 
ing, resigning  his  membership  in  the  State  Society  be  referred  to  the  President, 
Robert  T.  Cunningham,  A.  G.  Martin  and  Clarence  L.  Musgrave  to  wait  upon 
Dr.  Hupp  and  ask  him  to  reconsider  his  desire  to  resign  from  the  Society. 

It  was  further  voted  that  when  a  sufficient  number  to  justify  the  meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  be  brought  before  the  Society  that  a  call  of  the  Board 
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of  Managers  to  act  upon  said  applications  be  made  and  and  said  applications 
be  acted  upon  promptly. 

The  Board  of  Managers  were  the  guests  of  the  President,  Robert  T.  Cun- 
ningham, at  a  course  dinner  given  by  Mr.  Cunningham  which  was  greatly 
enjoyed  by  all  present. 

No  other  or  further  business  appearing  before  said  Board  of  Managers,  the 
same  adjourned  to  meet  at  the  call  of  the  President.

ANNUAL  MEETING. 

The  matter  of  the  Annual  Meeting  was  taken  up  and  discussed  and  on 
motion  it  was  ordered  that  the  same  be  held  in  the  City  of  Fairmont,  West 
Virginia,  and  that  Arthur  George  Martin,  Clarence  L.  Musgrave,  Robert  T. 
Cunningham,  ex-officio,  Chester  C.  Shinn,  Harry  P.  Neptune,  and  Frank  C. 
Haymond  be  constituted  the  committee  in  charge  of  said  meeting. 

Application  of  James  0.  Watson  for  re-instatement  was  received  and  on 
motion  the  same  was  voted  to  be  accepted. 

The  application  of  Lemeon  E.  Bennett  of  Moragntown,  W.  Va.,  dated 
November  20th,  1922,  in  right  of  his  ancestor  Abraham  Bennett,  which  appli- 
cation was  endorsed  by  Thomas  Ray  Dille  and  James  R.  Moreland  on  motion 
of  C.  L.  Hickman,  seconded  by  Arthur  G.  Martin,  the  same  was  received  and 
the  secretary  ordered  to  issue  a  certificate  for  the  same. 

LOCAL  CHAPTERS. 
On  motion  by  Thomas  Ray  Dille,  seconded  by  Charles  L.  Hickman,  the 
following  amendment  to  the  by-laws  of  the  Society  was  adopted : 

"Local  Chapters." 
"When  seven  or  more  members  of  this  Society,  residing  within  proximity 
petition  the  Board  of  Managers,  it  may  authorize  and  empower  such  petitioners 
to  form  a  local  Chapter  of  the  Society  of  the  Sons  of  the  Revolution  in  the 
State  of  West  Virginia. 
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' '  Such  Chapter,  when  authorized,  may  adopt  such  local  regulations  and  by- 
laws as  it  may  seem  proper:  provided,  that  such  regulations  do  not  conflict  in 
any  particular  with  the  Constitution  of  the  General  Society  or  with  the  Consti- 
tution and  By-Laws  of  the  Society  Sons  of  the  Revolution  in  the  State  of  West 
Virginia. 

"The  officers  of  local  Chapters  shall  be  a  President,  a  Vice-President,  a 
Secretary,  a  Treasurer  and  an  Executive  Committee.  The  senior  officer  may 
attend  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Society  in  the  State  of 
West  Virginia,  notice  thereof  shall  be  sent  to  him  by  the  Secretary  of  the  State 
Society.  No  obligation  created  by  local  Chapters  shall  be  an  obligation  of  the 
State  Society." 

PER  CAPITA  TAX. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Society  read  to  the  Board  of  Managers  a  letter 
from  the  General  Treasurer  of  the  Society  giving  us  a  notice  of  the  annual 
dues  of  twenty-five  cents  upon  each  member  and  on  motion  it  was  ordered  that 
the  Treasurer  of  our  Society  forward  to  the  General  Treasurer  a  check  for  the 
amount  of  dues  upon  177  members  of  our  Society. 

BULLETINS. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Society  asked  for  instructions  relative  to  getting  out 
Bulletin  No.  5,  and  on  motion  he  was  instructed  to  use  his  judgment  on  what 
to  put  into  the  same.
